Faneuil  Hall  Marketplace  is  the  nation's 
premier  marketplace,  leading  the  resurgence 
of  urban  marketplaces.   Housed  in  three 
restored  19th  century  buildings,  the 
Marketplace  retains  a  traditional  facade 
tempered  with  an  urban,  contemporary  flair. 
Tantalizing  delicacies,  unique  gifts  and 
street  performers  are  just  a  few  of  the 
ingredients  that  create  the  festive 
atmosphere  that  fills  the  halls  and  spills 
onto  the  cobblestone  streets.  With  over  14 
million  visitors  annually,  Faneuil  Hall 
Marketplace  is  an  electric  experience  with 
something  for  everyone. 

A  thrilling  combination  of  color,  style, 
variety  and  imagination,  shopping  at  Faneuil 
Hall  Marketplace  is  always  an  adventure. 

The  Colonnade  -  Over  40  food  stalls  fill  the 
center  of  the  Quincy  Market  Building  with 
fresh,  homemade  delicacies  from  all  over  the 
world. 
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Exotic  coffees,  fresh  seafood,  baked  breads, 
gourmet  desserts,  zesty  gyros  and  brimming 
salads  are  just  a  few  of  the  mouthwatering 
delights  to  be  eaten  at  butcher  block  tables 
in  the  building's  central  Upper  and  Lower 
Rotunda,  on  an  outdoor  bench  or  on  a  stroll 
through  the  halls.   The  second  floor  Rotunda 
also  features  old  market  signs  and  a 
photographic  exhibit  showing  the  history  of 
the  Marketplace. 

The  Shops  -  Over  125  shops  fill  the 
Marketplace  with  a  unique  selection  of 
jewelry,  formal  and  casual  clothing, 
accessories,  and  giftware  that  outshines  any 
shopping  location  with  its  creativity  and 
abundance.

LOCATION 


The  Restaurants  -  Over  2  2  restaurants  and 
pubs  feature  varied  menus  with  American, 
Italian  or  French  fare,  as  well  as  light 
snacks  and  treats  to  satisfy  any  appetite  on 
any  occasion. 

The  Bull  Market  -  Named  after  the  bull  atop 
Quincy  Market's  weathervane,  the  Bull 
Market's  fleet  of  charming  wooden  pushcarts 
under  the  Quincy  Market  glass  canopies  are 
constantly  changing  to  reflect  the  seasons. 
The  pushcarts  offer  specialty  gifts  and 
unusual  artwork  which  delight  visitors  with 
their  originality  and  variety. 

Faneuil  Hall  Marketplace  is  distinguished  by 
its  high  energy  festival  atmosphere  created 
by  constant  outdoor  entertainment  by 
acrobats,  community  performers  and  much  more. 
The  beginning  of  each  new  season  is  marked  by 
well-known  annual  events  including  summer's 
kick-off  with  the  Street  Performers  Festival, 
the  Fall  Harvest  Festival,  the  famous  holiday 
lighting  and  Bells  of  Boston  performances, 
and  the  Winter  Ice  Carving  Competition. 

At  the  core  of  Boston's  downtown  area, 
Faneuil  Hall  Marketplace  is  adjacent  to 
historic  Faneuil  Hall  and  is  bordered  by  the 
Financial  District,  the  Waterfront, 
Government  Center  and  Haymarket.
